Reorders of heavy 
goods from jobbers are still of mod¬ 
erate proportions at the West, but 
spring sales are la.ger than a year 
ago in dry goods, shoes and clothing. 
Holiday trade is brisk for this early 
stage of the season at the East. 
Heavy clothing, shoes and rubber 
goods have moved into consumption 
largely during the week, and spring 
business is reported of flattering vol¬ 
ume.

I Do not print in strong sunlight ex¬ 
cept when using very dense negatives. 
Do not handle your paper any more 
than necessary, and do not wash gela¬ 
tine prints all night, as it spoils them. 

Should you ever be unfortunate 
.enough to break a focusing screen, a 
fairly good substitute may be made 
j by cleaning the gelatine from an old 
negative and substituting tissue paper. 
This is much preferable to using a 
fogged plate. 

Yellow beeswax, the common every¬ 
day product, is a line thing to have 
in the dark room. Before starting de¬ 
veloping ruli a piece around the edge 
of the plate. It will ndo much to keep 
the film clear and unbroken in the 
solutions. Two drachms of the wax 
in an ounce of alcohol or benzole also 
makes an excellent waxing solution for 
I prints, and corks dipped in it will not 
j stick in bottles. 

if you would like to possess a pe¬ 
destal for portrait work and not care 
to go to the expense of buying one 
ready made, procure two soap boxes 
from your grocer nnd some marbled 
paper to cover them. Joint the ends 
of the boxes together and then paste

Those of Many Prominent Individuals 
in England. 

It is fairly well known that King Ed¬ 
ward lias, since the death of Queen Vic¬ 
toria, been dubbed “the Master” by his 
own particular set or circle of friends. 
The name, too, is happily apropos. The 
Duke of Cambridge Is called “George 
I tile Banger." tlie* joke, of course, being 
| applied in connection with ills eonnee- 
j tion with the royal parks. The Princess 
| Charles of Denmark is called “llarry” 
by her family, and the Duke of 'Peek 
is always spoken of as “Dolly.” llis 
wife, who was the Lady Margaret 
Gr.osvenor, is sometimes termed “Peg¬ 
gy.” Names of this description are par¬ 
ticularly plentiful among the proud peo¬ 
ple of the bouse of Grosvenor. The 
present head, Iho young Duke of West¬ 
minster. Is called "Bend Or,” because 
at the time he was a pretty babe in a 
luxurious cradle his grandfather’s 
horse, Bend Or, was the talk of every 
town, for did not the colt win the Derby, 
and did not some one object to the prize 
going to Eaton Hall because, as it was 
alleged. Bond Or was Tadcaster, and, 
as a foal, had been unsuspectingly 
changed in his box with the other horse 
named? The name, applied to the baby 
boy in 1880, has stuck ever since. 

The realms of sport are naturally hot¬ 
beds for nicknames.

the pleasures of country life,—Coun 
try Life in America.

HOLY-ROOD PALACE. 

Holyrood Palace, at Edinburgh, whicli King Edward will use for a royal 
residence, has not been put to that substantial use for upward of 200 years. It 
was built ns an abbey in 1128 by King David I. of Scotland, nnd is so interwoven 
with the history of that country as to be the most interesting place in all Gale 
deuin. next to, Edinburgh Castle itself. In 1205 Jntues ltnliol held a parliament 
within its walls. James 11. was horn in it, crowned in it, married 
in it and buried in it. The nuptials of Princess Margaret of Eng¬ 
land were celebrated there in 1503. From that time forward the 
abbey, which had been reconstructed into a palace, became the principal scat of 
tlie Scottish sovereigns. Queen Mary lived there upon her return from Franco 
in 1501. There, in 1500, Hiz/.io was torn from her side and stubbed to dentil on 
the steps lending from the throne room. Her son, King James VI., dwelt much 
in the palace before his accession to tlie English throne in 1003. He revisited 
the place in 1017. It was garrisoned by Cromwell's troops after the battle of 
Dunbar, in 17-15 it was occupied by Prince Charles Edward, and from 1705 to 
1700 it sheltered the Count d’Artois, afterward King Charles X. of Franco. For 
years the old palace lias been merely a show place, visited by pilgrims from tlie 
four ends of tlie earth, nnd reverently loved by the Scotch who see in it the glories 
of a great and brilliant national history. It occupies a pleasant site nnd has been 
kept in splendid repair ns the years have flown by and the face of the land lias 
changed. 


MURDERER HELD A SECRET. 

I He Is Pardoned that He May Exploit 
His* Knowledge. 

Considerable public interest was re 
cently aroused by tlie action of Gov¬ 
ernor Shaw, of Iowa, iu paroling a 
murderer, S. R. Dawson, who claims 
to have discovered the long lost secret 
of making Damascus steel and also the 
process by whicli copper can be lull'd 
onod and tempered. It was to pre¬ 
vent the knowledge of this secret from 
being lost to the world tlint induced 
the action of the Iowa executive. 

Five years ago, when Dawson was 
sent to the penitentiary for murder, 
he was just about to exploit tlie so¬ 
rrow lie bad discovered, and a com¬ 
pany with ample capital had been 
formed for Hint purpose, lie was then 
4b years old. Tlie men associated with 
him in t In* company that had been 
formed besought him to divulge tlie 
secret of ids process, but lie refused 
to tell a soul anything about bis dis¬ 
covery. The formula, however, he de¬ 
posited In the safety vault of Hie Dos 
Mollies National Bank. To that vault 
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S. R. DAWSON. 

there are three keys—one,held by Daw¬ 
son, one by the officers of the bank, 
and the third by the officers of the 
Damascus Steel Company. It required 
all three keys to open tlie vault and it 
is due to this that Dawson Is now a 
free man. The work of manufacture 
is to lie begun as soon as possible by 
the complfiiy whicli was organized lie- 
lore Dawson went to prison. 

Mr. Dawson lias devoted bis entire 
life to the study of metallurgy. Uis 
taste for tlie science comes naturally. 
His ancestors for generations back 
have been engaged in the Iron busi¬ 
ness, and one of them, Ralph Hogg, 
made, in tlie fifteenth century, the first 
iron cannon that England over.saw. 

Mr. Dawson was sent to the peni¬ 
tentiary for the murder of liis son-in- 
law, Walter Scott. Stott had become j 
infatuated with Dawson's daughter, 
Clara, and had been paying attention 
to lior for about a year and a half ’ 
before the murder. At first there were i 
no objections on the part of tlie girl's 
parents, but later they became opposed 
to the young man’s attentions and or¬ 
dered him from the house several 
times. Then clandestine meetings be¬ 
gan between the young couple. Mr. 
Dawson learned of these meetings, and 
to prevent them took ids daughter 
away traveling, but was followed from 
place to place by Scott. Finally Mr. 
Dawson and ills daughter returned to 
Des Moines, but strangely enough, the 
girl then refused to marry Scott. One 
week later they wore married clan¬ 
destinely, nnd upon going to tin- house 
of her parents for her belongings Scott, 
was shot by Mr. Dawson. 

That Dawson has discovered the 
secret of making Damascus steel is not 
doubted. A few years ago lie erected a 
blast furnace in Chicago for experi¬ 
ments. He allowed several Invited 
friends to see all but one portion of 
the process. When tlie time came for 
mixing the secret ingredient with the 
melted metal lie banished every one. 
The finished product lie turned out 


was harder than ordinary steel, more 
pliant, susceptible of a keener edge. 
He made some beautiful knife blades 
(bat would bend almost double, and 
also a heavy sabre. He fashioned a 
cold chisel and tesled it beside ordi¬ 
nary chisels on steel girders. The 
Dawson chisel went through the girder 
in much less time than ordinary cliis 
els. The workmen had to change tools 
often In order to got good edges, but 
wlien Dawson had finished the edge on 
liis chisel it seemed ns good as ever.

Coming back after the war Jackson 
continued to work for Mr. Stevens 
during the day, and at night, by moon 
light, he used to cut corn for the farm¬ 
ers in the neighborhood until midnight. 
In this way he saved considerable 
money. He now owns one tract of ICO 
acres and another of 170, besides the 
sixty acres which lie has recently ac¬ 
quired. 

One of liis sons is a practicing physi¬ 
cian in St. Louis; another, is a pro-' 
fossor in Lincoln Instiluto at Jefferson 
Pity, and si ill another is with him on 
the farm. Jackson was married a sec¬ 
ond time eight years ago to a Miss 
Relgor, sister of Emanuel Belgcr. of 
Clayton.
